Bones, Blood and Human Hair 


Toronto Authorities Making Up a 


CHICAGO, July 27.—A mass of hu- 
man hair, clotted with blood, was 
found in the search in Insurance

bones were also found today. The hair 
was apparently that of a woman. It 
was brown and twelve inches long. 
-The police also found a. letter from 
Holmes to Pat Quinlan to which much 
importance is attached. The letters is 


“Dear Pat: Among their other fool 
theories they think that you took the 
‘Pitzel boy to Michigan and either left 
him there or put him out of the way. 
I always told them that I never asked 
but they 
are bull-headed. October 12 I saw you 
Don’t you 
know where you were all the rest of 
the month? If they question you or 
threaten to arrest you, tell them any- 
thing there is to tell about this or any 
other matters. They may want to 
know if you were in Cincinnati or In- 
dianapolis about October 12. It is well 
for you to be able to know where you 
were working. I am awfully sorry, 
Pat, for I always tried to make things 
When Minnie killed her 
sister, I needed you the worst way, 


If de-

The skin had hesti« entirely aasowed 
from the face; but in all other respects 
the body was in good condition. The 
articulator and Holmes had some talk 


as,to the best way of taking the body | 


out of the house, as Holmes said that 
he did not want the neighbors to see 
the body removed. It was finally 
agreed that the articulator should cut 
off the arms and Holmes’ should pro- 
vide for the removal of the rest of 
corspe. This was done, and the articu- 
lator left the house carrying the arms 
with him in a‘ sack. 

- He had just reached his house and 
was preparing to go to bed when he 
was called to the door by a loud knock- 
ing. He went down and found Holmes 
and another man. They had the bal- 
ance of the body, which had been cut 
in two pieces after the articulator had. 
left the house. Holmes left after re- 
marking that he would have another 
job for the man in a short time. True 


to his word, in December he sent for 


the articulator a seconr time, and upon 
the arrival of the latter at the house of 


-| Holmes he was taken to the same dark 


room, where on the same table where 
the body of the man had lain on the 
occasion of his first visit was the body 
of a young woman. ,The face of this 
corpse had been disfigured in such a 
manner that it was impossible to tell 
what she looked like when alive. 

In January, 1893, the articulator was 
sent fora third time by Holmes, and in 
the same room on the same table he 
found the body of, a: «second young 
woman, from whose face all the skin 
had been removed. The articulator 
| had this body taken to his home, where 


he ‘stripped the bones and mounted the 


skeleton. When he called on Holmes 
for his pay the latter refused to give it 
to him. He was, moreover, somewhat 
in arrears on the bill for mounting the 
two previous skeletons. The two men 
could not come to terms and the dis- 
pute finally ended by the articulator 
retaining possession of the third skel- 
eton and he still has it*in his house. He 
removed the skull tonight and brought 
it to the Central Police Station, where 
it now is. 
under close surveillance for some days 
yet, as the police do not think he has 
told all he knows about the murders in 
the “‘castle.” - : 
The police declare now! that they 
have almost positive proof that the 
first female body was that of Emeline 
Cigrand, and the second that of Annie 
Williams. It is the skull of Annie Wil- 
liams that is now at the central station.

' WASHINGTON, July 27.—The Indian 
Bureau has received a dispatch from 
Agent Teter, saying that there is ab- 
solutely no truth in the reported mas- 
sacre of Jackson-Hole settlers. 

A DISPATCH FROM TETER. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—A dispatch 
sent by Agent Teter of the Fort Hill 
(Idaho) Indian ageney from Idaho 
Falls, shortly after midnight; was. re- 
ceived at the Indian Bureau today. It 
Stated that the agent joined Gen. Cop- 
pinger en route to the scene of the 
trouble. Messengers from the agency 
have returned from Jackson Hole and 
report that the Indians will not resist 
arrest. 

The dispatch makes no “mention of 
the reported ‘wholesale massacre at 
Jackson Hole, and little .credence is ; 
given the massacre story by the bureau 
officials. They say that in the event 
of such a massacre, the bureau would 
be immediately notified by the agent 
or his representatives. 

No information had been received at 
the War Department in confirmation 
or denial of the reports of an Indian 
massacre. The department up to nvoon 
had no positive information whether 
the troops had reached Market Lake, 
but it is taken for granted that they 
have, as Gen. Coppinger and his com- 
mand were due there at 8 o’clock to- 
day. They will reach Jackson Holein 
about thirty-six hours, it is thought. 

Agent Teter’s courier, who reported 
that he was the last man out of Jack- 
son Hole, said that when he left every- 
thing was quiet. :

SCOUTS SENT OUT. 

DENVER, July 27.—A _ special re-" 
ceived by the News at 2 o’eclock from 
Market Lake, Idaho, says that Courier 
Seymour has arrived from the head of 
Teton Basin and reports that the Jack- 
'son-Hole men did not go into Hoback 
Canyon as they planned, and told Gen. 
Stilzer they would on Tuesday. They, 
however, sent twenty scouts out to 
locate the Indians. QOne scout report- 
ed a saddle-horse stolen by the Indians 
and he ambuscaded two days in the 
timber. If reinforcements from. Lan- 
der got into the Hole on Wednesday, 
they intended going down into Hoback 
Basin at once. Scouts report that the 
Indians were camped* on the ground 


Riise the Indians were killed on the 


Seymour reports that a signal-fire 
on Conant Creek last night was un- 
doubtedly lit by Lemhis. Thirty-five 
men left the Hole Thursday afternoon 
to meet a posse coming over from 
Green River to help them by way of 
Gros Ventre Pass. The Lehmi Indians 
ran out some miners on Thursday af- 
ternoon fromthe head of North Teton 
River into the basin. It seems that 
the Hole people are contented to re- 
main in fortifications in Jackson Hole, 
now that they know that the cavalry 
is coming. Teton Basin pegple have 
fortifications at the mouth of Trail 
Creek Canyon, and they, too, are con- | 
tent to stay’ there. 

Sheriff Warner of Fremont county, 
Idaho, calls on the State for arms and 
ammunition. The courier rode 1565 
miles since yesterday noon. 

AGENT TETER’S BROTHER. 

WASHINGTON, July 27—W. W. 
Teter, brother of Agent Teter, arrived 
here yesterday from Idaho where he 
has been visiting his brother. He left 
Fort Hall on July 17. He does not 
credit the story of the massacre, and 
‘thinks the whole matter is much ex- 
aggerated. The first news received at 
the. agency of the-trouble was from 
@ man at Jackson Hole, who rather de- 
rided the efforts of the settlers to in- 
force the game laws. Writing on July 
19, he said that the Justice of the Peace 
had been issuing warrants, and the 
constable serving them, and that, so 
far, they had arrested one blind In- 
dian and two papooses. Teter says 
the Bannocks are usually well-be- 
haved. On July 17, when he left Ida- 
ho, thirty Bannocks were known to be 
south of the reservation, returning — 
from trading with the Nav ‘ajo Indians. 

Only nine Bannocks were reported 
in the Jackson Hole district at that 
time. Teter says that the trouble comes 
from the settlers who have been act-_ 
ing as guides to parties of Yellowstone 
Park tourists, and from the white 
hunters. He denies positively thatthe . 
Indians kill game wantonly or waste- 
fully, and says that the white hunters 
and guides kill elk, use what they can 
at the moment and leave the rest to

LONDON, July 27.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright, 1895.) 
The general elections are over. The 
social theatrical seasons are 
things of the past. Except for the 
Goodwood races on Tuesday, Wednes- 
‘day, Thursday and Friday of next 
‘week, London would be deserted by the 
fashionable crowds and given over to 


tan life. Then again the splendor of 
Goodwood will be somewhat marred by 
the death of Lady Lennox, on account 
of which her father, the Duke of Rich- 
mond and Gordon, has closed Good- 
wood House, where the grand gathering 
of the high aristocracy takes place. The 
Prince of Wales has always been the 
central figure of these parties, but this 
year, instead of staying at Goodwood 
for the race week as usual, the Prince 
will only go there each day and return 
to town in the evening. 

The Queen has removed to Osborne, 
Isle of Wight, after a fatiguing time at 
Windsor Castle, where an exceptional 
number of entertainments have been 
given with the pomp and ceremony of 
the court, but which to Her Majesty is 
distasteful. The Queen dines as usual 
at 8:45 o’clock, and if the royal party is 
over sixteen in number the service is 
in the dining-room in the northeast 
corner of the castle. When the party 
numbers over forty persons, St. George 
Hall is used. Behind the Queen’s chair 
stands a Highland servant and a 
couple of Indian domestics. The foot- 
men wait in state liveries, while the 
cellarmen and the clerks of the kitchen, 
who carve at a side table, are also in 
livery. These functions, which are al- 
ways carried out with the most strict 
formality, never fail to impress the 
highest-born guest. 

The visit of the Italian fleet at Ports- 
mouth last week was followed by the 
Spanish squadron at Plymouth, where 
the Spaniards were treated with the 
greatest cordiality in accordance with 
the Queen’s own instructions sent to 
‘the authorities at Plymouth. An in- 
teresting remark in this connection was 

‘made by the Queen during the course of 
a dinner at Windsor Castle, previous 
to Her Majesty’s departure for Os- 
borne. A guest suggested that the visit 
of the warships of Spain would have 
been more interesting if the Spanish 
and Italian sailors fraternized at Porits- 
mouth, where, besides, the Spaniards 
would have been able to see more naval 
works than they could at Plymouth. 
Thereupon the Queen observed that pos- 
sibly Plymouth Hoe would interest 
them more. This reference to the his-

The mugwumps 
in the United States are always point- 
ing to England as a model to the detri- 
‘ment of American character. But the 
Americans are not half so bad as 
their own press makes them. If the 
American newspapers criticized the 
methods employed in England elections 
as the English papers criticize our 
methods, I think we would benefit by 
the comparison. 

“TI wish particularly to be understood 
as not criticizing the English elections 
as not having been honestly conducted. 
It would be just as great an injustice 
for me to do so as for people to claim 
Tammany Hall is corrupt because some 
of its members may have been con- 
victed of political corruption. The 
point I particularly desire to make is 
to repeat that a large part of the Amer- 
ican newspapers make our country out 
to be a great deal worse than it is and 
do it a great injustice in the eyes of the 
rest of the world.”’ 

William Waldorf Astor is a most 
punctual man in his habits. He puts 
in an appearance at the Savoy Hotel 
harber-shop every morning he comes to 
London. He arrives there at 11:45 
o’clock and is almost as punctual as 
clockwork. A number of Americans liv- 
ing at the Savoy frequently making 
wagers as to whether or not Astor will 
vary five minutesin his time of arrival. 
Those who wager that he will be five 
minutes late usually lose. By those 
connected with the Savoy he is re- 
garded as a wonderful man and they 
frequently point him out to the gyests 
as “‘the richest man in the world.”

| THE HORR-HARVEY DEBATE IS 


Some Figures as to Wages, Their 
Purchasing Pewer and 
Prices.

‘Prosperity Has Been Steady Despite 
That Alleged “Crime of 
-* Seventy-three.’

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, July 27.—The last day but 
one of the Harvey-Horr silver conten- 
tion began this afternoon. Horr opened 
with a comparison of wages and cost 
of production from 1860 to 1890, as shown 
in a statement prepared by Statistician 
Carroll D.Wright. With wages and prices 
in 1860 taken as an index, or 100, it 
showed that in 1890, prices were 92; 
wages 159 and the purchasing power of 
wages 172. 

Horr proceeded to argue that at no 
time in the history of the nation was 
the country as prosperous as it was at 
that time, in spite of the ‘‘crime -of 
1873.” He submitted that these statis- 
tics were more applicable to conditions 
under discussion than of Mr. Saurbeck, 
quoted by, Harvey on Thursday. Saur- 
beck’s figures were made on prices in 
England. ; 
Harvey in turn, took up the prices of 
wheat for a series of years in reply to 
Horr’s statement on Thursday. The 
farmer received as much for his prod- 
uct in gold as he received before silver 
demonetization. For answer he quoted 
prices from year to year. He declared 
that the arguments of Horr were those 
used in the old-time bulwark of tyran- 
ny. The Declaration of Independence 
‘was the answer to such arguments. The 
proper index of prices was to measure 
them in articles in tables made up by 
gold men. Even these articles showed 
‘that they were lower than 1850.. 
Referring to Horr’s argument touch- 
ing the measure of value in human toil, 
Harvey quoted from articles by Horr in 
a New York paper in reply to a corre- 
spondent, who suggested making so 
much work the equivalent of a dollar. 
Horr declared the proposition absurd 
Harvey said: “This debate is coming 
‘to a close yirtually today, because on 


the independent action of the United 
States.’’ 
Harvey denied Horr’s assertion that 
falling’ prices were the results of the 
improved facilities. Harvey ‘said it is 
the supply produced and the demand 
for it that regulates the price of such 
products. Suppose a widow owning a 
farm receives the voluntary assistance 
of her. neighbors to raise and harvest’ 
her wheat crop, will her wheat be 
worth any less than the price fixed by 
the quantity of wheat in existence 
known to the traders and the estimated 
demand for it? If all the corn crop in 
the United States were destroyed ex- 
cept the crop in Iowa, would the price 
be governed by the cost of production 
or the relative supply and demand for 
corn? The eost of production has noth- 
ing to do with it. A man may produce 
‘an ounce of gold for 10 cents, that is 
worth $20. The fact that it cost him 10 
cents should not make it worth less 
than $20... 2 
Hort continued: “Mr. Harvey is 
granted. that the business of a coun- 
try entirely depends on the amount per 
capita of the circulating .medium. He 
insists that if you shrink that you ruin 
.the business in the country. There are 
a@ large number of men who believe 
‘that doctrine, but no more transparent 
humbug was ever taught the people of 
this or any other country. Money is a 
plethora in this country today. There 
are hundreds of millions of dollars 
lying idle simply because there is no- 
body to use it. Did you know that? 
Why, my friend Harvey and all you 
men who talk that way as usual get 
the cart’ before the horse. It is not an 
abundance of money that makes busi- 
ness active. It is business that makes 
money active in this world of ours (ap- 
plause) and until you can comprehend 
that point, Brother Harvey, you will 
never understand this financial ques- 
tion at all.” (Laughter.) 
_ Horr explained that the sufficiency or 
lack of banking facilities had much to 
do with the questions of the necessity 
or a largé or small per capita circula- 
tion. This country has a per capita. 
of $26.02. Canada has $10 per capita, 
but Canada has an elegant banking 
‘system, no better on the face of the 
earth than the Canadian system of 
utilizing banks. Switzerland, one cf 
the most prosperous little nations on 
the face of this globe, has only $14.48. 
The ratio of money to the population 
proves nothing. What is needed in the’ 
United States is good wages for work, 
steady employment for the men and 
the people have money enough to do 
twice the business they are doing. (Ap- 
Harvey. At the conclusion of this de- 
‘bate Mr. Horr and I have 2500 words 
each at our disposal to write at our 
leisure within seven days after the de- 
bate, to sum up the debate and anything 
in Mr. Horr’s arguments that I do not 
reply to today I will attend to in that 
summary, because there is only a short 
time left for us and I want to answer 
some matters that have been introduced 
into this debate at the earliest stages. 
I wanted to speak a few rnoments on 
the proposition that wages have in- 
creased, 
‘Speaking of organized labor, Mr. Iiar- 
vey said: ae 
“Organizations sustain wages for 
those actually employed while engaged 
at work, but when you average wages 
by including the unemployed and in- 
clude the expense and time lost, if does 
not do so. Make the calculation this 
way and you will find that the gold 
basis has measured itself in way2s with 
‘matematical accuracy. This condition 
is not healthy; it is not good for the 
country. It breeds strife. It «reates loss 
to the industry and labor; it destroys 
manhood: it makes criminals. (Ap- 
cause for it should be removed. (Ap- 
plause.) The labor organizations will 
continue and have a right to continue as 
long as money is organized; as lung as 
monopolies are organized. (Applause.) 
But we should have a civilization that 
would make it unnecessary for any or- 
ganization of that character to cxist. 
“In Europe wages have been forced 
down to the legitimate level of the gold 
standard. The bayohet has been used 
to do it. Later it will do it here. The 
interest of the laboring :nan is wn our 
side. We will hold his wages up with- 
out strikes. or expenses of strikes. The 
gold of California and Australia raised 
his wages; so will the silver of our 
mountains, as it pours into »ur metallic 
money stock as primary mohey raises 
his wages. There will te work for all 
and the strife for labor will cease. The 
man who now has work vor a situation 
and selfishly reasons that he benefits 
“himself by maintaining a dear do'lar is 
her—broad--nor-humane. Fle is as- 
sisting in wrecking his country and it 
may be.too late to remedy the error

DOS PALMAS MURDERER PASSES 
AWAY AT RIVERSIDE. 


‘Jerry’? Gardner, Who Was Nearly 
Starved on the Desert, is Lodged 

fin Jail and His Life Ends After 
Brief Iliness. 


RIVERSIDE, July 27.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) “Jerry” A. Gardner, the man 
who shot and-killed E. H.- Hendsch at 
Dos Palmos Springs, Tuesday evening 
of last week, and who was afterward 
arrested and lodged in jail, was found 
dead in his cell this morning. He had 
been very sick since last Monday, hav- 
ing complained that his stomach was 
troubling. him. The extreme exposure 
of two days on the desert, without 
food and bad water, together with 
the mental anxiety, is thought to have 
brought about his death, Dr. Ruby, 
in the absence of Dr. Way, the County 
Physician, had been called in early in 
the week, and, after an explanation 
from the deceased as to how he, felt 
and as to the kind and location of the 
trouble, gave him some medicine. Dr, 
Way, having returned, had been at- 
tending him since. M. J. Burke, wha 
was occupying a cell in the jail, heard 
Gardner call to him at about w 30 
o’clock last night, just after Dr. ae 
had been there and given him m 
cine, and following this he heard ape 
ner give forth a heavy groan, 
then all was still. Judging from 
length of time that the physicians 
thought he had been dead wheh found 
this morning, he must have died 
shortly after the groaning. It was at 
first thought by many who did not 
understand the illness with which he 
was afflicted, that he had commi 
suicide, bu the opinions of the p 
sicians dispelled this idea.

/pack of the Los Angeles cannery, or, 
| to call it by its proper name, the South- 
ern California Packing Company, will 

| be one-fourth less this year than that 

' of last year. It has just completed its 

run of apricots, which is about 150 tons 

of fresh fruit, or say 6000 cases, against 
18,000 cases for last year. 

+ Talking with a Times reporter yes- 

terday on what the other packs were 

‘likely to be, Manager Welch said it was 

too early yet to determine what the run 

‘of peaches would be. He knew the ex- 

tent of: their contracts, but he always 

allowed a certain margin for any good 

‘fruit offered. Last year their pack of 

jpeaches was 1200 gross tons. 

This year’ cling peaches fetch the 


highest figures, prices ranging from 


$14. to $16 a ton, according to size and 
‘quality of fruit. 

. In pears they will do better this year 
than last year. The crop is short, but 


they offered good prices for the best 


fruit and made contracts which will 
furnish them with 500 tons gross. Last 
year the quantity put up was only | 


~ gbout one-half that quantity. They are | 


paying a much better price this year, 
the figures being $15 a ton for choice 
fruit, as against $8 a ton last year. 

- In small fruits, such as blackberries, 
strawberries and raspberries, the can- 
nery has put up this season about 
seventy-five tons, of which the greater 
-portion is blackberry, that being a fruit 
that is grown to the utmost perfection 
4m Southern California and in large 
quantities. A considerable quantity of 


plums, principally those from the Ban- |* 
ming district, green gages and some 


few other canning varieties have also 
been put up. 

The total pack for the season. will 
probably not exceed 60,000 cases, against 
80,000 cases for last year. Besides the 
short crop of deciduous fruit this year, 
there was another factor which entered 
into the calculations of the managers 
of the Los Angeles cannery, inducing 
them to confine their pack this year to 
absolute requirements. It is peculiar 
in its way, and is a little matter of in- 
side history. The story hinges on the 
Fair wheat deal. The large accumula-. 
tions of what is known as the “Fair” 


wheat were sold and cleaned out in the} 
early part of last month (June.) The. 


‘quantity was so enormous that it ab- 
sorbed all deep-sea tonnage in San 
Francisco and also tonnage to arrive. 
This was the opportunity of the rail- 
Way companies. They quickly sized up 
the situation. They understood there 
would be no deep-sea tonnage for 
canned fruit freight and that canners 
to fill their orders under contract would 
be obliged to ship by rail. Railroad 
freight rates from west to east were 
re-classified, and the result was that 
freights on canned-fruit goods were 
raised. This statement is a matter of 
railway history known to all fruit- 
canners on the Coast. The result of it 
is an unhappy one. Canners are not 


hankering after fruit, they buy only | 


what they absolutely want to fill their 
orders and they buy at their own 
prices. The action:of the railroad men 
in this matter has hurt the fruit-grow- 
ers.

Raising Lentils. 


(American Cultivator:) Lentils have 
never been raised in this country by 
gardeners to the extent that the de- 
mand for them would seem to warrant. 
The German lentils have been imported 
for years, and even today the larger 
grocery stores depend upon the im- 
ported ones for their trade. The Ital- 
lans and Germans have created such a 
demand for them that they are becom- 
ing introduced here, and many Ameri- 
cans are talking them up as an article 
of food. In the south of Europe the 
lentils are eaten very generally. So dis- 
tinguished an authority as Edward At- 
kinson has said concerning them that 
“here is a plant, which, in the nitrogen 
element, furnishes the cheapest variety 
of food known—from which very de- 
licious scups can be made, which, when 
baked, is more delicate than the best 
New England baked beans, which is a 
good food and forage plant, especially 
fit for feeding poultry, which grows on 
the cheapest or least fertile land with 
the least amount of work,” 

In this country a few of. the large 
German lentils are raised, and market 
gardeners near New York and other 


restaurant trade. These growers are 
chicfly Germans, who are very fond of 
the lentils, either served as soup, or 
fried. The lentils are said to be so 
nourishing that in nitrogen one pound 
is equal to three pounds of beef. They 
grow readily upon most soils. The 
plants are hardy, and they succeed the 
vest in dry, warm and light soil. When 
cultivated for green fodder for stock 
the seeds should be sown broadcast. if 
raised for the table the seeds should be 
sown in drills the latter part of April, or 
the beginning of May. The pla « reach 
a foot and a half in height, and pro- 
duce flattened pods in pairs, in which 
‘are the small seeds. About four hun- 
dred and fifty of these seeds are ob- 


tained in an ounce when purchased for 


sowing. In the south of Europe the 
seeds are used largely for soups, and 
the pods also for eating, while the 
plants are fed to the cattle. 

There are several varieties of lentils 
cultivated. The large German lentil 
reaches a height of fifteen inches from 
the ground, and produces pods three 
quarters of an ineh long with a single 
seed in euch one. This is the most pro- 
ductive of all the varieties, but the 
quality is inferior to many of the oth- 
ers. 

The comnion or yellow lentil is con- 
sidered by most as the best in the mar- 
ket. In the markets of Paris it is 
used to the exclusion of all others. It 
has smaller seeds, but the flavor is 
very delicious, . 
- The green lentil is another fine sort, 
and differs from the yellow chiefly 
in the color of the seeds. The small 
entil is raised very largely in France 
by farmers for foliage. It is a late 
kind and grows taller than any of the 
other sorts, except the green lentil. 
When sewn in drills, they should be 
from 10 to 15 inches apart, and tlie 
plants four or five inches apart in 
rows. Nearly all animals like this fod- 
der, especially poultry, and they fat- 
ten off it and increase their supply of 
eggs: On the. whole, lentils make a 
-erop that should be raised more gen- 
erally here. :

HER TRAMP LOVER, 


MRS. THOMAS H. WHITE’S MAD IN- 
FATUATION, A 


She Deserted Husband and Children 

Twice to Elope“with a Ragged, 

Footsore Hobo—A Tate of Domes-« 

tie Woe at North Ontario and _ 
Pomona, 


There are few sadder stories than 
that Thomas H. White of Pomona 
tells concerning his recent marital 
trouble. A brief item on the eighth 
page of The Times of last Friday tells 
a part of the story, the part about 
Mrs. White’s second desertion of her oe. 
husband, children and home to go with an 
a poor, ragged tramp who calls himself 
Charles M. Short... 

Early last June Mr. White and his 
family lived as happy dnd contented . 
a life as could be found. They had a 
little ranch home near North Ontario, 
White was prospering, he loved his 
pretty and vivacious wife, and both 
were very fond of their little boy and 
girl. Along about that time a ragged — 
and footsore young man, who said his 
name was Short, came tramping that 
way from San Bernardino to Los An- 
geles. White gave him work about the 
ranch, and treated him kindly. The 
tramp occupied the barn. Two weeks 
later White saw that an intimacy had 
sprung up between Short and Mrs. 
White. He ordered Short to leave the 
ranch and get away from that locality. 
The tramp obeyed the former order, 
but disregarded the latter. White 
afgued and protested with his wife, 
and she declared positively that his 
suspicions were unfounded, - 

Thinking that Short had gone away, 
White came to Pomona a few days 
later. When he got home that night, he 
found his wife and children and about 
all his own and his wife’s wearing ap- 
parel gone. He abandoned everything 
at home and began a search: for 
his wife. He traced them to San Ber- 
nardino, thence to Hemet, thenee to 
Fallbrook and then to a -lodging-house 
in Los Angeles. As stated in The Times 
at the time, he had his wife and Short 
arrested for adultery, but through the 
tearful pleading of his wife to spare her 
name and believing her promise to re-

Mrs. White was so very penitent at 
her sinful course and so fearful of pub- 
lic opinion at North Ontario, that her 
husband decided to go to Pomona to 
live for a few months, until the elope- 
ment from North Ontario had ceased to 
be a topic of conversation in that le 
cality. The couple had but one or two 
acquaintances in Pomona, They 
leased a cottage on Ellen _§ street, 
near the south schoolhouse. Short, 
it was supposed by White, had 
gone on a tramping tour through the 
San Joaquin Valley, and the husband 
tried to forget his late troubles. The ~ 
neighbors say there has leen appar- 
ently no more loving and model family 
in Pomona than that under the roof of 
the White house.

But ‘there 
came a ‘sudden end to all this. : 

Last Monday evening White had an 
errand uptown.

When he came home an hour later his 
wife was gone, and his little son said 
she was visiting at a neighbor’s. Hours 
passed and when she did not return, 
he started out to search for her. He 
has since learned that she met her 
tramp friend, Short, on Second street

This»is the first of a series of letters 
which I propose to write showing some 
of the crious ways in which Uncle Sam 


is robbed. He does one of the biggest. 


businesses in the world. His ordinary 
expenditures have for years been be- 
tween three and four hundred million 
dollars annually. He has on hand here 
today in Washington, in the shape of 
bonds, bank-notes and bullion, more 
than $800,000,000, and the gold and sil- 
ver coin stacked up in the treasury cel- 
lar weighs 5000 tons. The sums in 
which he deals are big eriough to tempt 
the wildest dreams of criminal avarice, 
and thousands of men:are plotting how 
théy -can in some way break in and 
carry away a part of the pile. This 


money is surrounded, however, both’ by 
day and ‘by night, by trusty watchmen, . 


whose revolvers’ are always ready. The

that.’ His arrest and the death of his 
son changed his nature. He went in 
for revenge and vengeance against all 
who were against him. Everything 
that was angelic in his nature turned 
to gall. He became a very demon, and 
there was nothing too mean and cruel 
for him to do. The act which capped 
the climax was the ‘killing of a mer- 
chant who, in times past had been a 
friend of his. After his escape Simms’s 
house, with his goods in it, was cqm- 
paratively unprotected. This merchant 
had a bilt against and, without 
process of law, he went to Simms’s 
house. and took a wagon-load of his 
furniture and carried it off to satisfy 
this bill. He was told at the time that 
he was doing a dangerous thing, but he 
laughed and suggested Simms’s relig- 
ious nature would not permit him to re- 
taliate. He was much mistaken. Assoon 
as the matter was reported toSimms he 
became enraged. He took a band of 
his followers, and one dark night ‘sur- 
rounded the merchant’s house. He 
then set fire to it, and as the mer- 
chant’s wife and children ran out to 
escape the flames he fired upon them 
and killed them. This created a great 
sensation. 

“A lynching party was organized. 
They surrounded Simms and his fol- 
lowers, and he, finally seeing that he 
was bound to be overpowered, told 
them that if they would choose twenty- 
five men and allow him to choose 
twenty-five men, who would assure 
him that he would have a fair trial 
and be a guard for him, he would give 
himself up. This was agreed to, and 
Simms threw down his arms and came 
‘out. The fifty men surrounded him, 
but they only pretended to _ protect 
him. In reality, they gave him up to 
the mob, and, within an hour after- 
ward, he, with four of -his followers, 
was hanged. 
'“Simms’s defense of himself,” Col. 
Colquitt went on, ‘“‘was very brave. He 
had his party in his house, and near 
this was a little shed, which prevented 
the lynchers from surrounding him. If 
this could be burned; it would enable 
them to close in: upon him: and cap-

But a careful naturalist, 
studying their habits, discovered that

noons, and fly a few feet up in the air’ 
from the entrances to their houses.

‘Long ago, entomologists found that 
there are-three sexes among all varie- 
ties of ants-males, females, neuters or 
workers. The males-and females alone 
have wings, which they enjoy for one 
day of their lives. Comparatively few 
survive, and these are the mother ants, 
who are destined to,form new families. 
They cast off their wings at once, and 
sometimes find dweHings for them- 
selves; but oftener. ‘the neuters seek 
homes for them, clip off their wings 
and lead them to their cells. In some 
‘families of ants more than one female 
‘is allowed in the nest; but as a usual 
thing there-is-only one mother ant, 
who is séOmetimes termed the queen. 
The neuters, or working ants, are her 
subjects; but she might almost be called 
their prisoner, for she. is~ constantly 
watched and tended by them; they 
even feed her and stand over her when 
she rests. As soon-as she begins to 
lay her eggs each one is the object.of 
the most faithful care on the part of 
the neuters, and the eggs are’ borne 
away and carefully piled in little heaps 
and watched and guarded until they 
hatch. When the-shell is first: broken 
the infant ant is perfectly helpless and 
not unlike a tiny worm; it is fed by the 
neuters with juices gathered for the

formation of the recent syndicate was 
eminently sensible on Morgan’s part. 
At an early stage of the syndicate's 
operations Mr. Morgan found it neces- 
sary to go to Europe in ordér to estab- 
lish a market: for American, securities, 
and a credit to draw against in case it 
were necessary, for the purpose of pre- 
venting the export of gold, to sell bills 
of exchange at a'loss. During his ab- 
sence it was needful that some one of 
experience and judgment should have 
charge of affairs here, and this post was 
assigned to Mr. Baker. It may, there- 
fore, be said that he was the man who 
personally kept the needed gold in this 
country .during one of the most critical 
periods in the later history of American 
finance. Because of his valuable and 
difficult services he became a member 
of both syndicates, and will probably 
pocket a very pretty profit from their 
perations. He is about 56, though ap- 
rently much younger,..and is. a man 
of striking personal appearance. Like 
his distinguished financial chief, Mor- 
gan, Mr. Baker is a man of great per- 
sonal modesty, and what he terms 
“newspaper notoriety” is especially dis- 
tasteful’to him. Though he belongs to

A LIFE LONG BANKER. 

Frederick D. Tappen, president of the 
Gallatin National Bank, is of about the 
same age as Mr. Baker. Unilke that 
gentleman Mr. Tappen is prominent in 
club life, at its best. He is of alert and 
active mind, which is reflected and re- 
vealed in all his movements, and his 
appearance is not at all that of tne con- 
ventional, heavy-eyed and severe mag- 
nate of finance... He was born in 1839, 
the year the bank of which he is now 
president was organized. He entered 
its service when quite young, and has 
filled almost every place from entry 
clerkshipto presicency so that his entire 
business career has been passed in its 
service. Under. his administration it 
has. become one of the. best organized 
financial institutions in existence. Its 
line is peculiar, since its business is al- 
most confined to New York, and it was 
therefore least affected, perhaps, of 


be recovering. For years before its 
coming he had been prominently identi- 
fied with the clearing-house, and at the 
beginning of the depression was serv- 
ing as chairman of its Loan Commit- 
tee. The importance of this office can- 
not be over-estimated. Its incumbent 
is as powerful in American’ finances as 
the governor of the Bank of England in 
English finances, since the clearing- 
house bears very much the same rela- 
tion to our financial system that the 
venerabie institution of Threadneedle 
street does to the British. 

Mr. Tappen was one of the first men 
of the “‘Bankers’ Wall street’’ to ap- 
preciate the situation during the peril- 
ous times of 1893. One day in July he 
saw that a crisis -was at hand; for 
weeks things had been going from bad 
to worse. On the day mentioned he 
had a chat with President Sturges of 
the Stock Exchange. r. Sturges con- 
firmed Mr. Tappen’s appréhensions. 
He said there was a money famine. 
Brokers could not get currency,at any 
cost, and unless relief came from some 
quarter some must lie down under 
their burdens. Mr. Sturges said fur- 
ther, that without such relief it would 
probably be necessary temporarily to 
close the Stock Exchange. Such action 
must have brought about extensive 
runs upon the banks and a general 
panic, compared with .which the real 
situation at its ‘worst in 93 would have 
been almost infinitely preferable. 

A MAN OF NERVE AND JU 

Few people anywhere have forgotten 
that crisis, but few understand that it 
was largely through the genius, the dar- 
ing and the endurance of Mr. Tappen 
that the worst results were averted. It 
‘was Mr. Tappen who called the bank 
representatives in the clearing-house 
‘| together to talk over the situation. It 
was he who laid the facts before the 
‘+ meeting. When he had finished this 
part of his talk he unfolded a plan of 
action which he was satisfied would cer- 
tainly relieve the tension for the time 
being.

Still another resolution was edopted

_the secrecy thus assumed. To this day 
no one has broken this pledge, nor was_ 
it made*known until recently, even in 
whispers, that there was a plan for re- 
lief other than that for the issuing of 
certificates, and ‘that if the latter had 
proven inadequate, still more radical 
measures would have been taken to 
prevent a general financial smash. 
When the members of the associa- 
tion were called-upon to make certifi- | 
cate subscriptions, it was Mr. Tappen 
himself who led off with one for a half 
million dollars’ worth, thus paving the 
way for the issue of six millions that 
was provided for upon the spot. It was 
Mr. Tappen too who bore the brunt of 
the immense labor and strain the plan 
involved.. During the time the certifi- 
cates were issuing he was undoubtedly 
one of the-hardest worked men in this 
‘town. He so arranged matters at the 
Gallatin National Bank that he would 
not have to give its conduct any per- 
sonal attention to speak of, and pro- 
ceeded to give up all his time to the 
Clearing-house. He is perhaps the best 
judge of tHe value of securities in the 
United States. He knows them all by 
heart, and-in examining them is never 
obliged to refer to memoranda or lists. 
When the banks began to send securi- 
ties to the Clearing-house in return for 
certificates, he pulled off his coat, seated 
himself at a table in his shirt sleeves 
and personally went through every bun- 
dle of bonds, mortgages and stocks that 
was offered. 


A HARD WORKED BANKER. 


Hour after hour during many suc- 
‘cessive hot summer days, Mr. Tappen 
sat at this little.table, rapidly running 
over the bundles that were brought to 
him, while the clerks of the loan com- 
mittee wrote.out the certificates to be 
signed and issued. The conformation 
of Mr. Tappen’s countenance is such 
that he has often been said to resemble 
Bismarck, when at his best.:In July 
and August, 1892, Mr. Tappen showed 
qualities very like those of the German 
statesman, The plan and its execution, 
like those of Bismarck, were bold in 
the. extreme and Mr. Tappen’s judg- 
ment, like Bismarck’s, was proven to 
be sound by the event, for the issuing 
of certificates stopped the pani¢ as if by 
magic, and in due time, as predicted, 
they were all redeemed by the banks to 
| which they had been issued. ,It was an 
interesting coincidence that the last of 
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tificates was cancelled at almost ex- 
actly the moment President Cleveland 
signed the bill repealing the Sherman 
purchasing law. 

The workings of the Clearing-house 
certificate plan have often been eluci- 


in some quarters at the time, and it 
was claimeil that the United States 
government had the power and was un- 
der obligations to interfere, yet, when 
it Was remembered that in effect the 
scheme was virtually identical with the 
“Swapping of notes” by private indi- 
viduals for mutual protection, it will 
appear that the criticisms were hardly 
upon sound reasoning. 

One member of the clearing-house 
there was, who, perhaps, because he 
shared in the unreasoning distrust of 
Mr. Tappen’s plan, refused point blank 
to take out any of the certificates. Tap- 
pen urged and pleaded, but in vain, and. 
then, disgusted beyond measure, turnede 
loose upon the recalcitrant banker such 
a torrent of vigorous English as to ake 
him believe he ha@-never before alf- 
understood the resources of the lan- 
guage. 

In November of 1893 the members of 
the Clearing-house Loan Committee 
showed their appreciation of Mr. Tap- 
pen's ability and self-sacrifice for the 
good of all, since he served without 
compensation, by presenting. him with 
the identical silver tankard which was 
given in 1696 to Sir John Houbjon, the 
first governor of the Bank of ngland 
and Mayor of London, for services 
similar to those performed by Mr. Tap- 
pen. It was Mr. Tappen who, in 1894, 
brought to a head the differences 
tween Secretary Carlisle and the New 
York bankers just before the November 
loan, which was so sad a failure, and-in 
1895, Mr. Tappen was one of the first to 
enter the gold syndicate by furnishing 
oe of the required amount of 

Mr. Tappen comes of excellent stock. 
His father died in April, 1893, but two 
years less than 100 years old. He had 
been identified with the growth of New 
York ever since the days of President 
Jefferson, had held many places of trust, 
and was active and well ‘until very 
ortly before:-hia-death. 

THE BROKERS” BANKER. 

J. Edward Simmons, president of the 
Fourth National Bank, is one of the 
best-known bankers in all New York. 
He is a little younger than the two 
above mentioned, and was born in Troy 
in 1841. He started in life as an Albany 
lawyer, but came to New York in 1866, 
joining the Stock Exchange in 1872. In 
1884, at the time of the financial crash 
which carried A, 8. Hatch off his feet, 
Mr. Simmons was made president of 
the exchange by the largest vote that 
had ever been given to a successful 
candidate. Upon the expiration of his 
term he was unanimously re-elected. 
The presidency of the Stock Exchange 
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bestowed upon a broker, and it is only 
conferred because of implicit confidence 
in the-integrity and judgment of the 
man. It carries no salary, but the dis- 
tinction is so great that the office is 
much sought after, 
Unlike many of the bankers of New 
York, Mr. Simmons devoted much at- 
tention to politics. He was a great 
-friend of Mr. Tilden. In 1886, he was 
prominently mentioned in connection 
with the Tammany nomination far 
Mayor, but declined in favor of Mr. 
Hewitt. - From 1881 to 1887 he was a 
member of the Board of Education, 
and during a large portion of that 
time was its president. He was made 
president of the Fourth National Bank 
in 1888,in recognition of his extraordi- 
nary ability as a financier, although 
at that time he was not acquainted 
with any of its directors, and owned 
not a dollar’s worth of stock. But in 
spite-of his lack of national-banking 
experience, his success in his new place 
began immediately upon his assump- 
tion ‘thereof, for he was born to be a 
banker. His acquaintance with the 
members of the Stock Exchange 
brought to his bank a large share of 
their patronage, and the Fourth Na- 
tional is’ still known as the brokerg’ 
Its present business is very 
large, and among Mr.-Simmons’s chief 
intimates and associates are Cornelius 
N. Bliss; R. T. Wilson, Charles 8S. 
Smith, and other of New York’s best- 
known business men. Quite as impor- 
tant: to Mr. Simmons as his business 
acquaintance has been the fact that 
President Cleveland reposes in him the 
utmost confidence, and has made it a 
point almost invariably to confer with 
him whenever knotty financial mat- 
ters have to be resolved. After the 
proposition to the President was made 
by Morgan and Belmont for the last 
bond deal, Mr. Cleveland-wrote to Mfr. | 
Simmohs, suggesting a conference with 
him, ‘and, although the public knew 
nothing of it, it was the advice of Mr.

Henry W. Cannon, president of the 
Chase National Bank, has exemplified 
in his career. the possibilities that lie 
before a young man of energy, enter- 
prise and integrity, who knows an op- 
portunity when he sees it.

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| perform his duties that the bank 
withstood successfully the panic of 1873, 
although many an older and stronger 
institution succumbed, More than that, 


and when John Jay Knox, who had vir- 
tually been Comptroller of the United’ 
States Currency from the establishment 
of that office, was ready to resign, Pres- 
ident Arthur chose the young Stillwater 
banker as the mpst available man for 
the place. This was a great forward 
step for so young a man, but Mr. Can- 
non showed himself quite adequate to 
the exacting duties of the place, devel- 
oping a rare degree of executive ability 
and adding greatly to his already excel- 
lent reputation as a financier. In 1886, 
however, feeling that his salary as 
Comptroller, only $5000, was hardly 
commensurate with his abilities, he re- 
signed to become president of the Chase 
National Bank, founded by John 
Thompson, who originated the present 
national banking system. Since Mr. 
Cannon has been president of this bark 
it has come to be one of the most im- 
portant meeting places for leading poli- 
ticians who are also men of affairs. Re- 
publicans like Gen. Sam Thomas and 
Democrats like Senator Calvin S. brice 
are often to be found hobnobbing over 
business in the parlors of this bank, 
and Mr. Cannon’s acquaintance and as- 
sociation with men of this sprt has been 
of great advantage to him in business. 

When President Harrison was called 
upon to appoint commissioners to the. 
last international monetary conference 
Mr. Cannon was among those chosen. 
Although then but little over 40 he ac- 
quitted himself most creditably at this 
conference, and thereby added greatly 
to his prestige. When the clearing- 
house decided to issue certificateS Mr. 
Cannon supported Mr. Tappen loyally 
and whenever the latter was obliged to 
be way from the offices of the clearing- 
house Mr. Cannon took his place. His 
bank has always come _ forward 
promptly to the assistance if the gov- 
ernment when loans have been floated, ° 
and he was a member of the gold syn- 
dicate to the extent of $1,000,000.

‘The revival of hypnotism in Paris is 
one of the most remarkable events of 
the time: It must be considered a re- 
vival, for hypnotism is very old.

I asked him to out- 
line hypnotism, and what has so far 
been accomplished in it. . 

“It may be called the influence of 
mind over matter,’’ said he. ‘‘Indeed,” 
he continued smilingly, “almost all 
science might be defined in the same 
Way. It is the subjugation of one will 
power by another. Roughly speaking 
there are three states in hypnotism. 
First comes the lethargic state, which 
is merely sleep. Second, comes the 
cataleptic state. Third, the somnam- 
bulistic state. The last is the highest 
of the hypnotic states. , 
“Tn the lethargic state the skin and 
the mucous membranes are insensible, 
the body is perfectly lax. A _ raised 
limb falls back limp and heavy if 
dropped. Respiration is deeper and 
quicker than normal. The spinal cord 


easy to throw a good subject into the 
cataleptic state. This is usually done 
merely by opening the eyes of the sub- 
ject. The change is instantaneous. If 
one eye only is opened, the change will 
only effect that side of the body. 
Strangely enough, it is true that in the 
hypnotic state each human being is 
divded longitudinally. The two sides 
seem to be more or less independent. 
For instance, a subject whose. one side 
has been put into the catléptic state 
will hold an arm absolutely rigid on 
the side in any difficult 4nd_normally 
impossible position, while the other 
arm—on the side which is still in the 
lethargic state—is as limp and nervous 
as a rag. The cataleptic side of the 
subject’s face may smile, while the 
lethargic side frowns, or vice versa. 
The cataleptic state is characterized 
by the ‘statuesque’ condition. The 
eyes are open and staring. Respira- 
tion has almost ceased. Muscular in- 
telligence, vision and hearing are only 
partly deadened. The muscles will re- 
tain any position into which they ma 

be placed; no matter how difficult or 
unnatural, without apparent fatigue. 
Intense rigidity of the muscles is pos- 
sible. If you place 4 cataleptic sub- 
ject’s muscles in certain positions an 
analogous effect will be produced upon: 
the brain, as for, instance, if you raise 
an arm and close the fists, in the at- 
titude of a fighter, the stbject’s face 
Will soon assume an éxpression of. 
wrath and the whole body and mind 
will apparently adjust itself to the idea 
of combat. If, on the other hand, you 


raisé one hand lightly to the lips in a. 
Geftain way, the idea of throwing 


kiss is communicated to the mind 
the subject, the lips smile, and _ the 
whole person adjusts itself quickly to 
these new conditions. 

“From the cataleptic state the sub- 
ect may be thrown into the sonambu- 
istic state by friction oh the head. 

“In this state the skin and the mu- 
cous membranes are insensible to pain, 
but the senses are otherwise developed 
to a high degree. The mental facul- 
ties are intensely active. The hypno- 
tized subject may be said to be auto- 
matic, but to act under the direction 
of the hypnotizer’s will. After awak- 
ening nq remembrance of what oc- 
curred during -the somnambulistic 
state remains in the subject’s mind. 

“It is in the last stage—the somnam- 


-bulistic stage—that most of the won- 


derful results of hypnotism have been 
obtained. That is, the stage into 
which the operators (who are still, I 
believe, permitted to give public ex- 
hibigions in America, although they 
have very wisely been stopped every- 
where else,) endeavor to throw their 
subjects. A subject in this stage will 
act absolutely as commanded to by the 
person in control, will believe what he 
is told to believe, will see what he is 
told to see, will fail to diseern what 
he is forbidden to see, though the ob- 
ject be directly before his eyes.” 


“To what practical, beneficial use has | 


hypnotism actually been put?” I asked. 

“We have used it in the Paris hos- 
pitals as fully as possible and are still 
experimenting constantly. What we 
have achieved has been most by 
‘suggestion.’ For instance, we find a 
patient who is suffering from. melan- 
cholia. I should say here that‘ the 
proportion of persons who are sus- 
ceptible to hypnotic treatment is 
smaller than is supposed. One must 
be of a nervous temperamént to make 
a good hypnotic subject. A melan- 
choly patient placed under hypnotic 
control is bade to be happy. While 
the command is in full force, the 
melancholy, of course, passes away. 
Then comes the suggestion. So far 
everything has been ‘direct.’ It is sug- 
gested to the patient that the reason 
for her melancholia does not exist, and 
will not exist the next day, nor the 
next. This is kept up constantly. 
The effect is certain to be seen. Many 
cures have been accomplished in this 
way. Other nervous troubles succumb 
to the same method of treatment.

His idea had 
been suggested by an exhibition given 
during the winter at the Royal Aquar- 
ium in London, where several men 
were kept in hypnotic trances for very 
great lengths of time. He proposed to 
make his heroine a_ sufferer from 
periodical dipsomania, and- to have 
cured her by having her thrown into 
hk hypnotic’ trance every time the 
“crave” for liquor began to make itsélf 
manifest, thus to remain -until it 
passed away and she regained her 
normal control over herself. In the 
meantime, while she was in the é6n- 
tranced state, the physician was, by 


for liquor strong enough to oOvercotie 
her terrible hereditary tendency. I 
asked Prof. Luys about this. 
“T do not see,” he replied, “why 
hypnotism should not offer the long 
sought specific for the liquor habit, It 
is true, however, that the presencé of 
alcohol in a person’s system is 
tagonistic to hypnotic influence. Thére 
are also other reasons Why the plan 
as you otitline it would probably prove 
to bé impractical, but there is no good 
reason why a modified use of it should 
not be made. Indeed, it has been used 
| very successfully in thé cure of dipso- 
mania, by Dr. Tuckey, I understand.” 
“But are theré absolutely no ill ef- 
fects to be observed from the usé of 
hypnotism?” I asked. 
“Yes. Continued subject to the will 
of a hypnotizer probably weakens the 
will of the subject, and persans who 
did not thorotighly undérstand what 
they weite ahout might éasily ruin or 
even kill-a hypnoti¢ subject. But ob- 
jections may be made to almost every- 
thing. As I have already said; 
hypnotic knowledge may be dreadfully 
abused by a wicked persons, but as it 
is used in the hospitals of Paris, and 
by scientists all over the world, nowa- 
days, it is miore nearly hartiless than 
any other thing of eqiial importance. 
“The public seems to look upon 
hypnotism as a new and strange dis- 
covery. Nonsense. It is as old as 
history, I am inclined to believe 
that the ancients knew,.a great deal 
about it. I think that many of the 
most puzzling eventsin history may 
be explained by it, as the Biblical 
miracles. -witch-burnings 
Salem, in your own country, was prob- 
ably the indirect result of some hyp- 
notic manifestations.”’ 
But the mysticism which shrouded 
hypnotism in the past, and made it 
feared and marvelled at, is no more. 
In ‘the hospitals of Paris it has been 
reduced almost ~to the corimonplace 
realm of mechanics. No longer evét 
is the fiction maintained that no one 
can hypnotize another unless he pos- 
sesses some strange and mysterious 
quality of the will which makes him 
different from the common run _ of 
humanity. Dr. Luys is responsiblé for 
this. One of the oldest devices of 
French sportsmen was what Was 
known as the “Jake mirror.” It was a 
set of revolving glasses which were 
used to attract small birds—fascinat- 
ing them and rendering them uncon- 
scious. It hypnotized them. Dr. Liiys 
adopted it for use with human’ beings, 
and thus by means of his revolving 
mirror many of the patients who are 
subject to trance treatment in the 
Charity Hospital, are literally hypno- 
tized by machinery. It has been said 
that this mifror is irresistable—that 
the mere fact that a subject resists its 
influence, does not prevent it from -do-. 
ing its work. That is not true. It is 
impossible to hypnotize a person who 
actively resists, because there is no 
way in which one can compel his at- 
tention to either t the 
machine. But the machine has one 
vast advantage over the old méthod. of 
eye-gazing and hand-passing. It does 
not tire as the eye and the hand did, 
and so it is often possible to treat 
subjects with it who had hitherto been 
too much'for the doctors. Perfectly 
willittg subjects have sometimes failed 
to succumb to the use of any known 
method for as-long:as half an hour, 
forty minutes or even an hou It 
would, of course, be immpossible for 
any hypnotizer fo keep up the intense 
strain of eye and will necessary un- 
der the old method for so long a time 
as that. But the mirror, whirls on 
witha regularity that will not be dis- 
turbed by anything excépt falluré to 
wind up its clock-work machinery.

Is it the knowledge of her power in the 
western world that has made Britain 
so arrogant and aggressive in her 
diplomacy of late, especially as regards 
Venezuela, Nicaragua, Honduras and 
other states of Central and South 
America?

PERRIS, July 26.—(To the Editor of 
The Times:) ‘The truth, tho’ the world 
fall."

WEATHER CHIEF MOORE. 


A Sketch of the New Head of the De- 
partment, 

From the office of the weather ob- 
server the following sketch of Prof. 
Willis L. Moore, who is now chief of 
the United States Weather Bureau, has 
been obtained. Prof. Moore assumiedthe 
position July 1, taking the place of 
Prof. Mark W. Harrington, who had 
served in that capacity for four years. 
The sketch of Prof. Moore is as follows: 

Prof. Moore was educated at the Sig- 
nal Service Military School of Fort 
Meyer, Va., and ranked second in a 
graduating class of thirty members. 
In 1886 he became sergeant, securing 
the promotion by devising new econom- 
ical and expeditious mechanical meth- 
ods of issuing daily weather forecasts 
and maps, and was immediately as- 
signed to the preparation of meteorolog- 
ical charts. Later he took charge of 
the forecast bureau at Minneapolis, and 
was subsequently transferred to Mil- 
waukee, where his work won speciai 
year there was a competitive examina- 
tion for a weather bureau professorship 
in which thirty scientific experts and 
forecasters strove for the office. The 
ten candidates standing highest were 
selected for forecast work at-the burea 
at Washington. Prof. Moore ranke 
highest. He submitted a comprehen- 
sive essay on the best methods for 
making forecasts of the weather. Soon 
afterward Prof. Moore was placed: in 
charge of the Chicago station and made 
a phenomenal record Jast March in or- 
dering 130 cold wave signals, of which. 
115 were verified by the Waves them- 
selves. He also accurately . predicted 
the severe cold wave which passed 
over Florida during last December and 
ruined the orange crop. Duri dast 
January, February and Mare his 
forecasts resulted in displaying signals 
for thirty severe winter storms on Lake 
Michigan, and twenty-seven were prac- 
tically verified. He is regarded here 
as one of the most expert men in the 
service, and officials point to the record 
he has already made as proof of quali- 
fication for the new duties. rte

THE DEPTHS OF SPACE. 


BY SIRROBERTBALL. 
(Lownd Professor of Astrononty and Geo- 
metry, Cambridge, Eng., Formerly Royal 

Astronomer of Ireland.) 


(From a Special Contributor to The Times.) 

, Of all the sciences there i# none 
which makes such vast demands upon 
the powers of the human imagination 
as the science of astronomy. We have 
to brace our minds to the conception 
of distances and magnitudes so utterly 
transcending all ordinary human expe- 
rience that special means have to be 
invoked to rehder them intelligible. 
Each advance in our knowledge of the 
heavens revéals to us the grandeur 
of the celestial spaces om an  ever- 
growing scale,, . 

I propose to give in this paper some 
illustrations of what is known with re- 
gard to the distances of the stars, end 
I shall naturally take the opportunity 
to make special use of certain recent 
advances by which our knowledge of 
the subject has been greatly extended. ' 
First, let me say that the task of find- 
ing the distance of a star involves the 
most delicate piece of measurement 
that has ever been undertaken. 

The great majority of the stars are 
situated at distances so enormous that 
it is utterly hopeless to attempt to de- 
termine how far away they are. In 
fact, only’ comparatively few stars 
happen to lie sufficiently close to the 
earth to permit of our making any ac- 
curate determination of their positions. 
Nor is it, by any means, an easy task 
to choose out those particulaf objects 
which do lie within range. It not un- 
frequently happens that, after much 
labor has been expended on observa- 
tions of some particular star, it has 
been found that the work is fruitless, 
and. that the star is so remote that 
there is no possibility of learning what 
its distance dctually amounts to. Much 
care must, -therefore, be taken to 
make a judicious selection of the par- 
ticular star to Which it is proposed. to 
devote so much time and labor. It 
might naturally be supposed that the 
brightest stars are those nearest to the 
earth, and, no doubt, if all. the stars 
were intrinsically equally bright, then 
of course their apparent brightness 
would be & safe guide in placing these 
Objects at their true relative dis- 
tances. For, in this case, the only 
explanation of the endless varieties of 
luster which stars exhibit, would be 
that some of them are much nearer to 
us than others. But there is no such 
simple connection between brightness 
and proximity as this would imply. 
We know that the very brightest star 
in the heavens is Sirius, but we also 
know that Sirius is by no means the 
nearest neighbor ‘of the solar system. 
Recent researches have also shown us 
that the famous star Arcturus, the 
brightest member of the constellation 
Bootes, and one of the three or four 
most beautiful stars visible in our 
northern skies, is by no means one of 
the stars comparatively near us. Arc- 
turus has, in fact, been recently shown 
to be so excessively far off that it 
must be classed with those stars whose 
remoteness renders it impossible for us 
ever to learn what their distance actu- 
ally amounts to. 

There is, however, another indication 
of position which is very frequently ac- 


cepted by astronomers when discussing « 


whether a star is likely to lie within 
such a degree of proximity to the earth 
as to make it worth their while to try 
to determine its distance. When we are 
looking at a steamer near the horizon 
the vessel seems to change its placé 
but slowly though we may know as a 
matter of fact that it is traveling at 


the rate of perhaps more than ten miles’ 
an hour. ‘The: nearer we are to the 


steamer, the more rapidly does it seer 
to move, In like manner if a star were 
animated by what is called proper mo- 
tion, that is to say, if the star shifted 
its position on the sky with reference 
to the other stars, and if the amount of 
this shift was unusually great, then 
there would be a presumption that the 
star was comparatively near. It will 
indeed be obvious that if all the stars 
were really traveling at the same speed, 
those which lie nearest the earth would 
move over an appreciable part of the 
sky in a shorter time than those which 
were more remote. Of course we are 
not entitled to assume. that the stars 
are moving with equal rapidity in space. 
Indeed we know well that such is not 
the case. But speaking generally, we 
may fairly argue that if a star does ap- 
pear to be moving rapidly it is a pre- 
sumption that that body is one of the 
sun’s nearest neighbors. 
The star whose distance is to be 
sought having been chosen, an elabor- 
ate series of observations has then to 
be undertaken. The astronomer meas- 
ures in his telescope the sky interval 
by which that star is separated from a 
neighboring star, which, though ‘ap- 
parently close by, is in reality much 
further away. Indeed for this auxil- 
iary star we like if possible to have an 
object which is about ten times as far 
asthe comparatively near star. It is, 
however, essential that the two shall 


4 lie so nearly in the same direction cs 


to be both visible together in the 
same telescopic field. By means 
of @ delicate instrument applied to 
the telescope, we measure’ the 
width of the bit of sky between the 
two stars, and these measurements of 
observations is absolutely necessary, for 
the astronomer is gradually shifting his 
position, and in six months’ time this 
shift will amount to nearly 200,000,000 
miles, the earth having moved during 
this period around to the opposite point 
of its orbit. The displacemént of the 
observer alters the position of the near 
star in relation to its more distant com- 
panion. We thus find that the sky in- 
terval between the two objects chances 
periodically, and from . observations 
such as these it is possible, by the magic 
of mathematics, to determine the dis- 
tances of-some. of the stars from the 
earth, 

So far as astronomers have yet 
learned, the star which lies closest to 
the earth is one which we do not know 
in the Northern Hemisphere, though it 
is very familiar to residents in southern 
latitudes. This star is the brightest 
gem in the constellation of the Centaur, 
and, according to the usual mode of 
designation, it is spoken of as Alpha 
Centauri. The telescope shows the ob- 
ject to consist of a pair.of magnificent 
suns slowly revolving each.around the 
other, and animated by movements in: 
the same direction through the sky. 

been

of this celebrated pair of objects. 
‘Its distance has n measured 
by ~ Dr. Gill, Her Majesty’s  astron- 
omer at the Cape of Good Hope, and 
by Dr. Elkin of Yale Observatory, New 
Haven, with all the accuracy which 
modern sceince permits. 

I do not here propose to state the dis- 
tances of the stars in miles. No doubt 
strings of figures for this purpose might 
be written down, and they have of 
course a value in their proper place. 
Instead of repeating such figures, I 
shall endeavor to translate them into 
ideas more suitable for conveying a due 
appreciation of the magnitudes in- 
volved. The electric telegraph will 
supply an illustration for th 
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current acttially travels is indeed so 
great that very elaborate instruments 
are required if that speed is to be 
meéasured.- Only an imperceptible frac- 
tion of a second would be occupied in 
on electric journéy across the continent. 
The actual velocity attained in tele- 
graphic practice varies according to 
circumstances. The electrician, how- 
ever, knows that, even when all the cir- 
cumstances‘ are most favorable, the 
speed of a current along the wire could 
never exceed 180,000 miles a second. 
We shall employ this maximum speed 
as the velocity of electricity in our 
present illustration. | 

Just consider all that this implies. 
Suppose that a row of telegraph posts 
25,000 miles long were erected around 
the earth at the equator. Suppose that 
a wire were stretched upon these posts 
for this circuit of 25,000 miles, and that 
then another complete circuit was 
taken with the same wire around the 
same posts, and then another, and yet 
another. In fact, let the wire be wound 
no fewer than seven times completely 
about this great globe. We should then 
find that an electric signal sent into 
the wire at one end would accomplish 
the seven circuits in one second of time. 


Provided with this conception we can |}. 


now give ‘suitable illustration of the 
results at which astronomers have ar- 
rived in their researches on the dis- 
tances of the stars. ‘ 

Let us suppose that the telegraph 
ee instead of being merély confined 
to the earth, were extended throughout 
the length and depth of space. Let one 
wire stretch from the earth to the 
moon, and another from the earth to 
the sun, another from the earth to the 
nearest bright star, another from the 
earth to a faint telescopic star and 
finally let a wire be stretched all the 
way from the earth to one of the more 
distant stars. Let us now see what the 
very shortest time would be in which a 
message might be transmitted to each 
of these several destinations. First, 
with respect to the moon, our satel- 


lite is, comparatively speaking, 80 near | 


to us that but little more than a sec- 


ond would be required for a signal to. 
travel thither from the earth. The sun. 
is, however, many times further away 


than the moon, and the time required 
for sending a message to the sun would 
be correspondingly longer. The sun is, 
indeed, so far that when the key had 
been pressed down, and the electric 
wave had shot forth along the solar 
wire to pursue its route at that stupen- 
dous speed which would permit it to 
place a girdle seven times round the 
-earth in a second, yet eight minutes 
would have to elapse ere the electric 
wave, notwithstanding its unparalleled 
velocity, had passed from the earth to 


thesun. An answer sent back from the 


sun would require another eight min- 
utes for the return journey, so that if 
there were no undue delay in the solar 
postoffice we might expect a reply 


inal message had teen dispatched. 
Telegraphing to the stars would, 
however, be a much more tédious mat- 
ter. Take first the case of the very 
nearest of those twinkling points of 
light, namely Alpha Centauri, to 
which I have already referred. The 
transmission of a telegraphie message 
to this distant sun would, indeéd, tax 
the patience of all concerned. The key 
is pressed down, the circuit is com- 
plete, the message. bounds off on its 
journey. It wings its way along the 
wire with that velocity sufficient to 
carry it 180,000 miles in a single second 
of time. Even the nearest of the stars 


is, however, sunk into space to a dis- 


tance so overwhelming that the time 
required for the journey is not a ques- 
tion of seconds, or of minutes, not of 
hours, not of days, not of weeks, nor 
even of months, for no less than four 
years would have to pass by before the 
electricity trembling along the wire 
with its unapproachable speed, had 
accomplished this stupendous journey. 

Alpha Centauri is, however, merely 
the nearest of these stars. 
yet to indicate the distances of those 
which are more remote. Look up to- 
peat toward the heavens, and among 

e 
which delight our eyes there ig many 
a one up there so far off that if, after 
the battle of Waterloo had been won, 
in 1815, the Duke of Wellington had 
telegraphed the news to these stellar 
depths, the message would not yet 
have been received there, notwith- 
standing the fact that for eighty 
years it had been flashing along with 
that lightning velocity which would 
carry it seven times round the earth 
in the interval of two ticks of a clock. 

There are stars further still. Fortify 
your eyes with a telescope, and direct 
it toward the sky. Myriads of stars 
will then be revealed which would not 
be discerned without its aid. Nor need 
we feel surprised that the effulgence 
of glorious suns, as these spheres un- 
doubtedly are, should shrink to such 
inconsiderable proportions -when we 
think of the awful remoteness of these 
bodies. Over our heads there are thou- 
sands of stars so remote that, if the 
news of the discovery of America by 
Columbus had been circulated far and 
wide through the universe, by the in- 
strumentality of the telegraph, those 
thousands of stars to which I now re- 
fer are elevated into boundless space 


to altitudes so stupendous that the an-|. 


nouncement would 
reached them. 

And we have still one more step to 
take. t us think of the telegraph 
wire that is supposed to run from the 
earth to one of those stars which are 
only known to us by the impressions 
they make on a photographic plate. It 
seems certain that sg 8 of these stars 
are so remote that if the glad tidings 
of the first Christmas at Bethlehem, 
1894 years ago, had been disseminated 
through the universe by the swiftest 
electric current ever known, yet these 
stars are so inconcelvably remote, that 
all the seconds which have elapsed in 
the 1894 years of our present era, would 
not have sufficed for the journey. 

Some there are who may be inclined 
to doubt these facts, and of course to 
doubt wisely is a most wholesome at- 
titude to take with respect to all scien- 
tific work. But if any reader of these 
lines should entertain any misgivings 
as to the reality of these stellar dis- 
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speeds its way along a conducting wire, 
The operator presses the key, and in- 
stantly an electric flash is transmitted 
from end of the country tothe.

NEW YORK, July 22.—(Special Com 
respondence,) The annual meet#of the 
American Canoe Association, which is 
to begin August 9, direct atention once 
more to the great progress and popu- 
larity of canoeing in America. This 
unique association held its firgt meet 
in the summer of 1880 at Crosbyside 
Park on Lake George, where some 
twenty lovers of the.sport and jolly 
good fellows came together and decid- 
ed to form a permanent organization. 
Since then the A.C.A. has not failed 
to hold an annual meet, and from a 
mere handful it has grown into a large 
and powerful association of 2400 mem- 
‘bers, with authority over 115 canoe 


The American Canoe Association is 


follows: Atlantic division, which in- 
cludes the waters of the Middle At- 
lantic seaboard from the Hudson River 
to the Potomac, has thirty clubs and 
nearly 500 members; Central wr ey 
which includes the waters of New York,

bers; the Northern division,. which in- 
cludes the waters of Canada, has twen- 
ty-four clubs and 400 members.

absent-as in canoeing. The A:C.A. is a 
strictly amateur organization, and the 


amateurs in every sense of the word. 
Unlike bicycling and other sports, affi- 
davits are not needed in canoeing to 
prove a man’s standing. No articles of 
any value are given by the association. 
The prizes—for which canoeists jour- 
ney hundreds of miles—are inexpensive 
silver cups and silk flags and banners. 

The original intention of the A.C.A. 
authorities was to get a boat alike good 
for sails and paddles—in other words, 
to develop the best all around canoe. 
Thus the five honor, or “record men” at 
the meet are those who score the high- 
est points in the three record races: (1) 
paddling and sailing combined, (2) pad- 
dling, (3) sailing. 

THE RACING CANOE. 

There is no doubt that the wonderful 
progress In canoeing, especially in canoe 
sailing, has been due to the A.C.A. 
races. But, instead of developing the. 
best all-round canoe, the contests have 
brought out what are called ‘“rac- 
ing canoes,’”’ good only to win prizes. 
Racing canoes are simply racing ma- 
chines. Of course the ordinary sailors 
or cruisers had little show of beating 
the men who made a business, so to 
speak, of racing. And so they dropped 
out of the racing events, which soon be- 
came confined to a few men. The great 
majority of canoeists care very little for 
a racing canoe. What they like best is 
the cruising canoe, good alike for sails 
. The modern racing canoe is a long, 
narrow sixteen-foot boat, sharp at both 
ends. The length of sailing - canoes, 
beam,. together with depth. of center- 
board are regulated. by the rules of the

The one re- 
garding quiet in camp after 11 p.m., 
is more strictly enforced than the 


signal .code, and signal flags. are run 
up to tell the canoeists when the mails 
arrive or depart, when the races start, 
when to go in out of the rain, and 
other’ ‘‘whens.”’

HOW “SKULL VALLEY” GOT ITS

. (From a Contributor to The Times.) | 

It is interesting to know how some 
places and objects get their names. A 
few miles southeast of Prescott, Ariz., 
the newly completed Santa Fe, Prescott 
and Phoenix railway passes through a 
beautiful valley about thirty-five miles 
in length by ten miles in width; beauti- 
ful with its fruit-bearing ranches, its 
green flelds and thé quiet, rural homes 
of the inhabitants, the scene of a happy, 
civilized, industrious life, but at the 
time the incident which I am about to 
relate occurred, it was a wild and bar- 
ren waste, uninhabited save by bands 
of nomadic Apache Indians, who, in 
roaming about, occasionally ‘visited 
here, perhaps by chance, perhaps in 
search of plunder. In this valley, just 
over a range of mountains from Pres- 
cott, is a little railway station. Over 
the door of the depot is inscribed, as is 
usual at railway stations, the name of 
the place, but in a most unique way. A 
human skull is fixed on the board, and 
to the right in large letters is inscribed 
the word ‘‘Valley,’’ which together con- 
vey to-the reader the name “Skull Val- 


its peculiar inscription is explained 
follows: 

Many years ago, when mining was 
the only occupation of the settlers in 
that mountainous country, the Vulture, 
Wickenburg and Weever,gold mines, 
located along the south and east skirts 
of the valley, were being operated and 
the output transported by mule teams 
across the valley to Prescott, the re- 
‘turn’ trips bringing back provisions for 
the miners. The parties usually con- 
sisted of three or four wagons with as 
many drivers. The roaming bands of 
Apache Indians were not slow to dis- 
cover this opportunity to plunder, and 
bands of them would come down into 
the valley; conceal themselves among 
the rocks, trees and shrubbery and lie 
in wait for the provision wagons to 
come along. When they approached the 
Indians would.spring from their hiding 
places, stop the teams, unhitch the 
mules from the wagons, seize the pro- 
visions and escape. If the drivers made 
any resistance they were unmercifully 
murdered. The matter was finally re- 


| ported to the government authorities, 


and a detachment of regular soldiers 
was ordered from Whipple Barracks 
to accompany the party to the mining 
amps. The soldiers were so placed 
in the wagons as to appear like, the 
usual concealed provisions in order 
that the Indians would suspect nothnig 
unusual. Thus arranged, the train left 
Prescott, trailed its way over the 
mountains, descended into the valley, 
and was soon among the accustomed 
resorts of the treacherous foragers. 
The savages were not negligent in pre- 
paring for the raid upon what they 
suposed the usually small and hepless 
company of teamsters. The train was 
proceeding along leisurely, when it 
was suddenly halted by a body of In- 
dians; the teams were stopped, the 
mules being unhitched, while the ‘un- 
suspecting warriors, as if awaiting the 
certain fall of the death-trap into which 
they had fallen, crowded closer about 
the supposed provision wagons. The 
mules removed, they would next pro- 
ceed. to relieve the: wagons of their 
freight and escape in the usual way, 
but just at this juncture the signal to 
charge was given. .The soldiers dis- 
mantled themselves of their covering, 
arose in the wagons, leveled their car- 
bines, and volley after volley of well- 
aimed, deadly shots -was fired into the 
bewildered marauders, who, in their 
utter surprise and confusion, made lit- 
tle resistance to the avenging foe, who 
continued’ shooting them down to the 
right and left; until not one out of 
that band of some two hundred war- 


| riors was left to tell the story of their 


awful fate. Their bodies were left 
upon the burning sands, with no 
friendly hand to give: them burial. 
Twenty summers have passed since 
then and left nothing to mark ‘the spot 
save the bleaching bones of the dead 
warriors. As if in warning to other

(From a Special Correspondent of The Times.) 


Half-past six a.m. is the hour the 
train departs for Mahagua, and, being 
naturally a heavy sleeper, I took the 
precaution to leave word to be called 
at 5:30 so.as not to miss the train. 
This, however, was an unnecessary 
step, for of all the harassing, sleep- 
preventive beds I ever tried to sleep 
in, the one at Granada  hostlery 
eclipsed them all. These beds are after 


‘the French order, made of iron, the 


mattress being canvas, over which are 
laid the sheets, no other bedding being 
deemed necessary in this hot clime. 
My bed, in order to make it cool, 
had a piece of matting under the 
sheets, ang all night long I slid around 
as if on oboggan slide. To cap the 
climax, there was an iron crosspiece 
that affectionately rested in the small 
of my ,back, making sleep an impos- 
sibility. 

In the entire republic there are only 
eighty-eight miles of railroad. The 
‘western division, beginning at Momo- 
tombo, a point on the northwestern 
shore of Lake Managua and ending at 
Corinto, on the Pacific, fifty-eight miles 
long. The eastern section is thirty 
miles long, and connects Granada with 
Managua. This railway is a narrow- 
gauge. The passenger cars are of the 
most primitive style, and all car seats 
are either of wood or of cane. None 
of the cars are upholstered; the floors 
are not carpeted; it is lucky if they 
get swept. As time is no object in 
Nicaragua, the. trains run slow. The 
running time for a distance of thirty 
miles’ is two hours and a half. During 
the run on this occasion the train was 
detained three-quarters of an hour to 
take on wood. A trainman would pick 
up a stick with great deliberation, and 
then begin a conversation with ghe rest 
of the trainmen. As Nicaraguans can- 
not talk and work at the same time, 
the entire crew stopped throwing wood 
on the tender; it seemed all right, for 
no one made any objection. . 

The first point of importance on the 
line between Granada and Managua is 
Masaya. This city has a population. 
of 15,000, of whom nine-tenths are In- 
dians. It covers a great extent of 
an huts 
being surrounded by gardens, and 
lying back from the streets concealed 
amidst cocoanut and other palms. 
Masaya is strictly an Indian village. 
The houses are mostly of cane and 
grass or palm leaves. This town has 
more of a tropical aspect than any 
other in the republic. Here they use 
the cactus exclusively for their fences. 
It is to Masaya the, tourists come to 
buy hammocks. Outside of a fine mar- 
ket, erected in the*past two years by 
English capitalists, at a cost of $120,- 
000, it has no buildings worthy of note. 

Three hundred feet below the town 


mouth of an extinct crater; steep, rocky 
walls ‘enclosing it on all. sides with 
blackish cliffs at their feet, here and 
there profusely overgrown with maiden- 
hair fern. All the surroundings of the 
‘Hell of Masaya,” as the lake is called, 
are of volcanic origin, its western side 
being flanked by the cone-shaped and 
destructive volcano of Masaya, whose 
lava streams, flowing down, have cov- 
ered the sides of the old crater and 
formed an oblique incline to the banks 
of the lake. . 

After wandering around the city of 
‘Masaya all day, in and out of huts, 
watching naked children playing in the 
dust, I again took the train, and at 7 in 
the evening found myself in the city. of 
Managua. Managua, the seat of gov- 
ernment, admirably situated on a slight 
bluff on the western shore of the lake 
of.the same namie, near its southern ex- 
tremity, is in many respects the most 
enterprising and most thriving city in 
the republic. . 

Managua cannot boast of the antiq- 
ity, of Granada or of Leon, yet it has 
all the characteristics of the other two. 
Originally Leon was the capital, but in 
1851 the capital was removed to Man- 
agua with the hope that it would put 
an end‘to the revolution between the 
former and Granada, who had long been 
bitter political rivals. This hope was 
never realized as today Leon and Gran- 


country. 

The capital city has a population va- 
‘riously estimated at from 16,000 to 20,000. 
The Palacio, or Presidential ‘mansion 
is the principal structure here, though

On 
March 16, 1772, this mountain threw’out 
an immense torrent of lava two miles 
wide that today covers all the zone to 
the northeast of the crater with a mass 
of -escoria, and forms a black stain 
great and desolate in the midst of a 
splendid vegetation surrounds it. 
‘Again in . 1858 it.” e an attempt, 
|.though, a feeble one,.to irrupt, since 
this time it has been apparently quiet. 

They have in Nicaragua a tradition 
about one of the Friars who accompa- 
nied the Spanish conquerors and the 
}-vulcan de Masaya. On visiting the vol- 
|cano and seeing the yellow material 
deep down in the crater, supposed the 
substance to be gold, and at once the 
| friar asked his guide to get a rope and 
lower him in a bucket that he might 
get some of the precious metal. He was 
lowered to about 300 feet, when he was 
overcome by the sulphurous fumes and 
raised to the surface again more dead 
than alive. For his avariciousness he 
learned that all that glitters is not gold, 
and that some things may look like the 
precious metal, while in fact it is only 
sulphur. 

I had the pleasure, through the cour- 
tesy of Mr. Low, Austrian Consul-Gen- 
eral, to be presented.to President Ze- 
laya. His appearance is in his favor, 
and shows him to be a man of refine- 
ment, intelligence and firmness. He 
has one peculiarity, that of never smil- 
ing; calm and immobile is his face al- 
ways; it seems impossible to penetrate 
that mask of constant calmness.

like Achilles, sulked in his tent, so that 
when the Leoneses. took up arms 
against the government of the Grana- 
dinos he made no effort to sustain the 
administration. |. However, Zelaya was 
loath to desert his old friends and so 
went to the Minister to enlist that per- 
son’s good offices in bringing about a 
peace. 

Instead of the Minister conferring 
with Zelaya in a calm, diplomatic man- 
mer, he broke out into a torrent of 
abuse, of Zelaya, the lLeoneses and 
everything that was Nicaraguan. He 
told Zelaya he ought to be shot; that 
the Nicaraguans were a vile, worthless 
set, and that the country was too con- 
founded good for them. He told Ze- 
laya that he and the rest of the revo- 
lutionary leaders of Granada had pre- 
varicated to him and broken the peace 
that he had labored so hard to bring 
about. Doubtless the Minister’s ire 
arose from the fact that he was chag- 
rined at his celebrated (?) peace being 
shattered after an existence of only 
forty. days. ‘ 

The very night that , Zelaya inter- 
viewed “the Minister, he, and forty of 
his friends left for Leon, fighting their 
way past the outer guards of the city 
of Managua. Had the Minister met Ze- 
laya in a kind and conciliatory spirit 
there is no doubt that the latter Would 
not have joined the Leoneses and much 
bloodshed would have been averted. 
Zelaya was anxious for peace between 
Leon and Granada, and’ felt confident 
that the Minister, on account of his 
position, was the only man able to con- 
summate that end; but when the Min- 
ister met him only with upbraidings 
he saw that it would be useless to un- 
dertake to do anything with him, and 
so cast his fortunes with the Leoneses. 
Zelaya was all that was needed to give 
inspiration and animation to the new 
revolution, especially as he was the 
recognized head of the Liberal party, a 
man of vim, of intelligence, energy’ and 
determination. | 

The conduct of the American Min- 
ister related in the foregoing lines, is 
but a sample of the diplomacy that our 
representatives to Central and South 
America have been guilty of for many 
years past. However, these officials 
are not altogether to blame, for. they 
are frequently tied down by such stu- 
pid instructions from the State De- 
partment, that it is often better not to 
act at all than to carry out their in- 
structions, According to the ideas of 
our diplomacy, ministers and consuls 
are but the clerks of the Secretary of 
State. The sooner such ideas are an- 
nulled, the sooner will our standing 
throughout Central and South Amer- 
ica be improved. As the Ministers and 
Consuls are on the ground something 
should be left to their discretion, and 
they should not be hedged in by a lot 
of rules and regulations that are’ in-

The second Chinese murder trial is 
drawing to a close.

OIL WELLS CASE. | 
Jaadge Van Dyke Decides the Prelim- 

Questions. 

Judge Van Dyke yesterday handed 
down this opinion disposing of the mo- 
tions and demurrers in the oil-wells 
case before the real trial begins. It is 
the case of the People ex rel,, L. W. 
Wells, against the Far West Oil Com- 
pany: 

“At the time set for hearing the order 
to show cause why an injunction should 


case, a number of the defendants who 
had beén served and appeared moved 
to strike out portions of the complaint 
as being irrelevant and redundant. De- 
murrers to the complaint were also at 
the same time presented on behalf of a 
large number of defendants who ap- 
peared. And it being considered advis- 
able to dispose of the questions raised 
by these motions and demurrers ‘before 
proceeding further on the application 
for an injunction, they were argued 
orally by a number of attorneys rep- 
‘resenting the defendants as well as hy 


tiff, and submitted for decision. 
“Having examined the matters pre- 


tions to strike out should be granted 
as to paragraphs or subdivisions of the 
complaint ‘numbered XII and XIII. _ - 

“It is alleged in paragraph XII ‘that 


complained of are of such a nature as 
to be incapable of computation and ad- 
judication in any action at law, and 
would, if required to be sued for sep- 
arately, cause a multiplicity of suits, 
and that the plaintiff would sustain ir- 
reparablé loss and damage,by means of 
repeated acts of the defendants. 

“The action is in the name of the 
People of the State of California as 
plaintiff for the purpose of restraining 
the commission and continuance of a 
public nuisance. The remedies for a 


public nuisance are, first, criminal 
prosecution; second, a_ civil action, 
third, abatement. (C.. C. 3491.) And 


whenever. and wherever an_ indictable 
nuisance exists there is a co-ordinate 
remédy in equity to abate it by injunc- 


“The right to maintain this action, 
therefore, does not depend upon the 
existence of any such facts as stated in 
paragraph XII, and the matter therein 
stated is immaterial and redundant, 
Paragraph XIII sets forth matter con- 
stituting a nuisance only to the relator 
individually; whereas this action is by 
the People for the purpose of restrain- 
ing the commission of and to abate a 
public nuisance. 

“The motions to strike out, therefore, 
‘will be granted as to these two para- 
graphs and denied as to the remainder 
of the complaint. 

“The principal arguments in support 


portion of the complaint wherein it is 
alleged that the oil wells, engines, der-

by, all the defendants jointly, but in 
many instances the ownership and con-

For that reason it is 
claimed there is a misjoiner of the de- 
fendants; and it was stated in the ar- 
gument that it was a great hardship to 
bring the action against many of the 
defendants, whose acts. did not in the 
least contribute to any public nuisance. 
But it is nevertheless averted in the 
complaint that all the acts of the dif- 
ferent. defendants and each thereof 
contribute to the nuisances stated. 

“For the purpose of considering the 
demurrers the allegations of the com- 
plaint must be taken as true, and it 
appears from the complaint that all of 
the defendants contributed to the nui- 
sances. complained of, although not 
acting jointly. 

“In an action to abate or restrain the 
commission of a public nuisance all 
persons engaged in the wrongful acts 
may be sued jointly or severally. 

“Although an action at law for dam- 
ages cannot be maintained against sev- 
eral tortféasors not acting in concert or 
by unity of design, yet an injunction 
will be sustained in such case against 
all the tortfeasors.”

Dry Closets and Cool Cellars Are Bet- 
ter Than Refrigerators. 


A vast deal of fruit is wasted through- 
out this country because, as a rule, peo- © 
ple are ignorant of the best ways of 
caring for or preserving it. | 
For example, no fruits should ever be 
put into ice closets or refrigerators. 
“What nonsense!” some will say, “why 
everybody does.it.” True, yet it is 
nevertheless a pernicious and wasteful 
custom. ©... 
Qur grandmothers, splendid, econom- 
ical’ housekeepers as they were, kept 

fruit fresher and longer than we do, 
with our ice-chests and coolers. In 
cool, well-aired pantries or closets, or 
well-stoned, dry cellars, luscious 
. peaches, plums, pears, apples were kept 
for months undecayed and wholesome. 

Some of the best housekeepers I know, | .

THE MURDERER IS NOW SAFEIN 
CITY TAIL.

Detcetive A. J. Bradish’s Difficult 
Mission Was Moat Successfully 
Accomplished. 


Attempts at Rescue and Escape Were 
Made En Route, but Frus- 
trated in Good Time. 


The Prisoner Protests Hiv Innocence 
and Tries to Snddle the Crime on 
His Brother-in-law—Carraz- 
Brain Analyzed. 


Detective <A. J. Bradish, single- 
handed, successfully accomplished 
what few men would like to undertake 
without assistance—brought a desper- 
ate criminal across the continent. 
Giovanni Carrazzi, the murderer of 
Roy Kenner, was safely landed in the 
City Jail at 5:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning, having been brought all the 
way from Newark, N. J., to answer for 
his crime. 
Shortly after Detective Bradish 
started after the prisoner, there was a 
disposition in certain quarters to 
doubt the success of the mission. In 
fact, the detective and Chief of Police 
Glass were laughed at when it was an- 
nounced that the New Jersey authori- 
ties had decided to hold the prisoner 


tective to laugh now, and they laugh 
best who laugh last. 

It was no easy task for Bradish to 
bring his man through. It Is true, the 
authorities at Newark showed him 


getting a good start, but after that 
it required constant vigilance to pre- 
vent the prisoner from making his es- 

‘he first difficulty to contend with 
was to get rid of the prisoner’s wife, 
who insisted on accompanying her hus- 
band and the officer. This was done 
by making her believe that the start 
would be made Friday, July 19, but 
Carrazzi was smuggled aboard a train 
leaving Newark the‘preceding day. The 
next morning several hundred Italians 
were at the Newark depot to bjd their 
countryman good-by, and, perhaps, to 
try to rescue him, but they were dis- 
appointed. 

AN ATTEMPTED RESCUE. 

The first trouble -on the way was 
experienced the first night out, some- 
where between Harrisburg and Pitts- 


came in the car and sat down on the 
seat next to the detective and his pris- 
ener. Bradish ordered them away, but 
they refused to go. The conductor, 
however, came to the_officer’s assist- 
ance, and the intruders were banished 
to the other end of the car, and left 
the train at Pittsburgh. Bradish sus- 
pected that they came ‘aboard the train 
‘to assist Carrazzi in escaping, and his 
suspicions were, in part, confirmed by 
finding a $10 bill in the prisoners 
pocket on reaching Chicago, notwith- 
standing the fact that his clothes , had 
been thoroughly searched before leav- 
ing Newark. The only way to account 
for the money being in his pocket at 
Chicago is that one of the men who 
sat beside him during that short inter-: 
val placed it there.

A MURDERER’S MENTALITY. 


Giovanni Carrazzi Psychologically 
Examined by an Expert. 

In the office of the Chief of Folice 
Prof. Leslie R. Mutch yesterday exam- 
ined the prisoner, of whom he says:. 

“Having made a careful study of the 
character indications of this alleged 
brutal murderer, now confined in the 
City Jail, in the presence fo the Chief 
of Police and Detective Bradish, T re- 
port ollows: His present mien is that 
of a mingled attitude of a whipped cug 
and a trapped wolf. He is limp and 
subdued by long journev and censcless 
scheming for escape. His eye has the 
expression of ferocious cunning. TIiis 
facial forms indicafe a low, animal na- 
ture; grim, morose, sullen, treacherous 
and merciless 

“He has a massive lower hrain: is 
coarse and animal in his instinct, and 
lacks greatly the moral balance si net- 
essarv to anv deeree of higher instincts. 
The forehead is low, retreating; his eve- 
brows are heavy and cover large, yet 
mereenarv-looking. coal-black eyes. 
Those portions of the brain that give the 
elements of culture and. refinement ere 
almost absent; as also are the regiens 
supposed to contain the traits of jivatire, 


le 


| charity. symvathv and respect for the 


interests and rights of others. The re- 
xions of the head where resid= arro- 
rance, obstinacy and reven:ze are mas- 
sivelv developed. Hence, he is cruel, 
vindictive and overbearing in cisncsi- 
tion: devoid of the instincts of mcraiity, 
forgiveness and deference for another's 
best good. 

“His large, lustrous eye is in his char- 
acter emotion set to work in lines .like 
his Apache-like nature. Lustrous eyes 
in high-grade characters are warmth 
and spontaniety; but here these are 
used by his brutal nature as an impul- 
sive overflow of vicioven-ss and hate. 
Such a character would evince emoc- 
tional ferociousness to a degree that 
would not respect the comfort, rights 
or interests of even his friends or near 
companions. If provoked. -he would 
evince a vilainovs ferociousness that 
would have no indications of considera- 
tion for the wishes or rights «f others. 
His head is narrower at and below the 
joining of the subparietal and frontal 
bones, indicating a decided lack of 
practical discretion: hence he would at- 
tempt no prudential conservatism. 

“Such a character knows no regulator 
but fear;-no purposes other than gel- 
fishness. Would be cold, vet violent: 
unscrupulous, yet exacting; indifferent, 
yet revengeful; simpleminded, yet mer- 
cenary, and self-serving. ‘Such veings 
live for self only: are mulish and ras- 
sionate in extreme degrée. Not stwinish 
but violently heedless and grasping: 
this being lacks the shrewdness and 
ethical logic necessary to make hima 
successful criminal; hence, his cceds 
would avail him but little. He does not 
possess the talents necessary. to make 
him dangerous ‘to human society. Such 
eharacters usually find the end of their 
ropes in the beginning of 4 career.” 


THE AZUSA TRAGEDY. 


Coroner Campbell Investigated the 
Pathetic Affair. 
Coroner’. Campbell returned from 
Azusa yesterday where he investigated 
the death of Marion Millar and his lit- 
tle three-year-old daughter. The trag- 
edy is one of the saddest ever enacted 
in Los Angeles-county. 

The evidence advanced. at; the in- 
quest tended to show that Millar, who 
was a man well advanced in years and 
not in good health; was-left in charge 
of his little daughter and a crippled 
son, while his wife was away from 
home and his eldest daughter was ‘at 
neighbor’s helping to eut fruit. 
~ About 10 o’clock a.m., two men came 
along and stopped at the house with a 
quart-bottle of whisky or brandy. They 
gave the old man some to drink and he 
became intoxicated. The men went 
away and he lay down on a bed to 
sleep off the effects of the liquor. The 
little crippled boy had wandered away 
from the house to play, and while he 
was gone the little girl got hold of 
some matches which she ignited and 
set her clothes afire.

He First Fell Foul of the Law in 
His Own Country and Then 
Again in This.

He Was a Canton Pilot During the 
Opiam War—Tortured for Help- 
ing the White Devils—A Talk 
with Him in Prison. , 


Patiently sitting in “his cell in the 
County Jail and awaiting with true 
Oriental patience whatever fate his 
gods may have in store for him, is 
Leoung Loy. a bent and grizzled little 
Chinaman, sentenced to deportation 
because he was ignorant of the regis- 
tration law, and so neglected to send 
in his name to the authorities. 

‘Old and weak and shabby is Leoung 
Loy, with not a penny in his pocket 
and very few clothes to keep him 
warm when he goes out on the high 
seas; danger of torture and death 
awaits him in his native land, yet he 
displays his few remaining teeth in 
the cheeriest of smiles, and philosoph- 
ically remarks that it is useless to re- 
bel against the sun, and that what- 
ever the fates decree is for the best. 

Leoung Loy has need of all his 

cheerful fortitude, for the sixty-five 
years of his life have been a series of 
hard battles with fate, and sudden and. 
bloody may be the end if he is not 
well protected after he reaches Hong- 
kong. 
. His is an eventful history. He has 
seen war and suffering and danger, 
and long years of toil and poverty. An 
humble river pilot in the province of 
Canton over forty years ago,. Leoung 
Loy’s skill in navigation and thorough 
knowledge of the country marked him 
for distinction and well-nigh for de- 
struction. 

During what. is known the 
“Opium War” of 1856, when the endless 
disputes between Great Britain and 
China concerning the opening of the 
country to foreign trade, at last cul- 
minated in-an insult to the British flag 
and an immediate declaration of war, 
Leoung Loy was friendly to the En- 
glish, who had been kind to him, and 
lent them aid in many small ways. 

When the pillage and destruction of 
the foreign factories followed the out- 
break of hostilities the little Chinese 
pilot exerted all his skill and bravery 
to get many of the foreign women and 
children out of the reach of the mad- 
dened mob, and when the English force 
under Sir Charles Straubenzee marched 
on Canton, Leoung Loy was summoned 
to pilot them up the river and guide 
them to an advantageous position for 
the coming assault. The outcome is a 
matter of history.. Canton was taken 
by storm and ¢@ccupied.for five years 
J a French’ and English garrison, 
since when it .has been freely opened 
to foreigners of all nationalities. 

To Leoung Loy, though, the issue was 
very different: After the service he 
had rendered to the “white devils’ he 
was a marked man, and in the upris- 
ing which followed the capture of Can- 
ton Leoung Loy was shot in the leg and 
taken prisoner. He was hurried into 
the interior under svar and the most 
puissant and mighty dignitaries, the 
mandarins Hong Chee Chong and Yung 
Sing Yin, proceeded to square accounts 
with him after the most approved celes- 
tial fashion. He was bound up into a 
knot with tough withes of rattan, and 
both ears were sliced off close to his 
head as a preliminary to what he might 
expect by and by. As it was desirable 
to prolong the torture as much as pos- 
sible Leoung Loy was informed that his 
head would not be cut off until the next 
day, after a little more artistic dissect- 
ing had been practiced upon him. He 
was accordingly left, bound and bleed- 
ing, to meditate over night upon the 
error of his ways. 

Just here Leoung Loy realized the ad- 


‘| vantage to be derived from secret so- 


cieties. He was a Freemason, and sev- 
eral of the fraternity had followed him 
to the little village of Fat San, which 
was to have been the scene of his tor- 
ture and execution. When his torment- 
ors left him these faithful friends over- 
powered the guard, and stole away 
‘down the river with the prisoner, never 
resting until they reached Hongkong, 
where he was comparatively safe un- 
der English rule. bt, 

Safety in China was among the im- 
possible things for Leoung Loy, how- 
ever, so, as soon as might be, he shipped 
in a vessel bound: for America, and 
worked his way across. 

Arrived in this country, he turned his 
hand to everything by which he could 
make a living. He traveled abaut over 
the northern part of the Pacific Coast, 
washing, cooking mining, gardening, 
doing any work by which he could 
earn money to keep body and soul to- 
gether and lay by some provision for 
his old age, until he drifted to Arizona. 

There, while working in the house of 


Long Loy Sing,, who was arrested for | 


cooking opium, LBeoung Loy got into 
trouble. The new act. about the regis- 
tering of Chinese was one of the many 
things entirely beyond the ken of the 
old man, who speaks but very few 
words of English, and when he was 
summoned to produce his certificate, he 
had none to produce. He was tried 
twice before the United States Court 
for failure to register, and at last sen- 
tenced to deportation three *months 
ago. He has lain in the, County Jail 
ever since, and on Tuesday next will 


start upon his journey back to the land | 


“which will be his grave. , | 
Leoung Loy, ih his helpless old age 
and destitution, and the cheery forti- 
tude of his attitude toward life in gen- 
eral, attracted the attention of Joseph 
Sanders, the interpreter of the Chinese 
language summoned from San Fran- 
cisco on the Chinese murder trial, and; 
through the kindness of Mr. Sanders, a 
Times reporter was enabled to hear the 
old man’s story from his own lips, Mr. 
Sanders interpreting each sentence as 
it was uttered, 
The interview was a pleasant one for 
both Leoung Loy and the reporter. 
Leoung Loy was pleased because Mr. 


Sanders had brought’ him a generous |‘ 


package of tobacco, a rare luxury for 
him now, and still more pleased be- 
cause both the interpreter and the re- 
porter seemed interested in his fate, 
and anxious that it should be well with 


| him. after all.
